YOUTH MISSING. 


Young Bard went to Brussels In Au- 


gust last year to study the violin. He 
Intended to return to New York on the 
.steamer leaving Antwerp on October 
20 last. His uncle, Senator Bard, was 
at the pier to meet him when the ship 
arrived, but he did not appear among 
the passengers. 


Senator Bard then applied to the 


New York police, who cabled to the 
Brussels authorities and 
tho 'search 


for .the young man has been steadily 
pressed since that time. 


When the European officials failed to 


find the young man Senator Bard ask- 
ed that Fogarty be permitted 
to go 


abroad to prosecute the search and he 
was granted six .weeks' leave of ab- 
sence without pay. This leave latsr 
was extended to March 1st. 


DRAWS OUT MONEY. 


^In his capacity as a private detec- 


tive, Fogarty was not obliged to report 
today to the local headquarters the re- 
sult of. his Investigation, and'none of 
the details of the search therefore were 
available, as Fogarty declined to make 
an extended statement. He said, how- 
ever, that -when he reached Brussels 


( he learned that young' Bard had made 
all arrangements to leave the Belgian 
city in October, according to his orig- 
inal plans. 


He withdrew $1000 which he had on 


deposit in a bank there, but at the last 
moment decided to postpone his de- 
parture for one week. 


A French girl with, whom the young- 


man had become acquainted-in Brus- 
sels was responsible for the postpone- 
ment, the detective said. 


At this point Fogarty declined-to 


talk further about the case,.except to 
say that young Bard was dead and 
probably murdered.

BREAK RECORD, BUT NO 


EGGS, IN SHIPMENTS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Shipments of 


eggs to the local market yesterday broke 
all 
previous 
records. 
The 
receipts 


amounted to about 22,000 cases. 
Will 


the enormous shipment prices dropped 
to a level reached only once before, 
about nine years ago. 


Those who will suffer by the heavy 
shipments and low prices are tha specu- 
lators in storage egga. Almost the en- 
tire egg. production oC the country was 
taken In the early part of the winter By 
rumored combination and by speculators. 
They paid 20 cents a dozen. Yesterday, 
after keeping the egga in storage all 
winter, the price dropped' to 9 cents. 
The retail price of the best fresh eggs 
waa about .22 cents ^ dozen yesterday. 
The receipt of 22,000 cases yesterday 
means that in round numbers 8,000.000 
eggs came to the local market. Prices 
now, 
as compared with those of the 
same period last year, give a good illus- 
tration of the condition of the market. 
The beat fresh eggs, which aro selling 
wholesale now for 14 cents, brought 34 
cents a year ago. Storage eggs wert* 
then 30 to 32 cents, while at present 
they are selling for 9 and 10 cents. 
These conditions of the market ara 
due to the open winter and a very liberal 
production. 
Dealers say that the prices 
will remain low until the stock of storage 
eggs is disposed of.

Secretary Loeb replied to the letter, 
stating that an Investigation by the 
.Chief of-Police showed that the arrest 
was justified, and that the kindest act 
to Mrs. Morris and other kinsfolk was 
to refrain from giving additional pub- 
licity.'
